Bending badly needed reinforce- 
ments and supplies. 


This new operation la a continu- 


ation of Hitler's rescue party for 
his axis partner, who has been so 
badly trounced by the allies In 
Libya and Albania that he bids 
fair to lose his entire African Em- 
pire. 


Unless quick aid reaches Grazl- 


»nl, he and his army are likely to 
be polished off and marched away 
to a prison camp.

a wave-skimming torpedo plane 
had scored a hit recently between 
Tobruk, Libya, and »the Greek Is- 
land of Crete. 


The Italians thus have Identi- 


fied two British .aircraft carriers 
reported hit in connection with the 
running battle with a heavily pro- 
tected convoy which started Jan. 
9 in the Strait of Sicily. They are 
the Eagle and the 23,000-ton Illus- 
trious. 


Vlrglnio Gayda, editor of II Gior- 
nale D'ltalia, confirmed 
reports 


from the British side that the 
642-ton Italian torpedoboat Vega 
was sunk Jan. 11 In the battle with 
the convoying warships. 


At the same time the Italians 


credited two of their submarines 
with torpedoing a British light 
cruiser in the Mediterranean and 
sinking a British merchantshlp In 
the Atlantic.
